The Iuntinors ENaiNeErER, like most society publications 
follows the general economic trend, that is when times 
are good the magazine expands and when times are not 
good, the magazine shrinks. 

The predecessor of the InLrvois ENGINEER was a bul- 
letin first written and sent out by Mr. H. E. Babbitt in 
1923 when he was President. The following year he be- 
came Secretary and except for a leave of absence during 
1929 and 1930 he has been Secretary ever since. In 1924, 
Babbitt expanded the bulletin to four pages and in Feb- 
ruary, 1925, Volume I, Number 1 of the Inuinois En- 
GINEER made its appearance. 

While Mr. Babbitt made his round the world trip, W. 
D. Gerber acted in his place as both secretary and editor 


of the new infant, the Inninois EN@iNrER. Pictures a 
drawines were liberally used and advertising space ()) 
fered. Pacific Flush Tank was the first display spap 
advertiser and through the years has been a loyal suj} 
porter. Other advertisers have been extremely helpfl 
but the volume of advertising has never paid more th 
a fraction of the cost of publication. 

In 1944 Mr. W. A. Oliver took over the editorship aj 
Babbitt became Associate Editor. Both men are at pr 
ent serving in these capacities. 

The InurNots ENGINEER has been the medium by whi 
the membership has received its general information. 
the past, many technical papers were published but 7% 
the present time, the emphasis is toward the econo 
rather than the technical aspect of the engineer’s rez 
ing. The magazine has always been an ‘‘Open Forun 
to its membership and some highly controversial subjeid 
have been argued in its pages. It is your magazine ;{f 
you feel the urge—use it.

Report of the National Director, W. A. Oliver 


The Annual Meeting of the National Society of Py 
fessional Engineers was held in Houston, Texas, on Ti 
cember 8, 9 and 10, 1949. As usual it was held as a jos 
convention with the host State Society. The Natio 
Board of Direction also met and the following is pj 
marily a report of that meeting. 

By the time this is in print North Carolina will ha 
fulfilled the necessary requirements to make it t/ 
thirty-fifth member state society of the N.S. P. BE.

Duri 
the past several years at every meeting of the Natior!y 
Board of Direction one or more new state societies ha» 
been admitted to membership and in the remaining th 
teen states organizational work is progressing to a poi?

In several states working agreements embodying these 
oposals have already been established. 
The Publications Committee reported several changes 
the management setup of the American Engineer. 
. Kenneth E. Trombley has been employed as editor 
replace Mr. Franklin Page who resigned on Septeniber 
st. Mr. Frazer Sheets has been appointed as full-time 
vertising solicitor with headquarters in New York City 
t working under the supervision of Executive Director 
bbins, and Mr. Arthur Becks, Office Manager at Na- 
nal Headquarters, has assumed the additional respon- 
iity of Business Manager of the American Engineer. 
hese changes and additions are important and wide 
their scope and were made after careful consideration 
the magazine’s welfare. Many improvements in its 
iblication are anticipated. 

The completion and distribution of the Chapter Hand- 
»0k has been the very important accomplishment of the 
hapter Activities Committee during 1949. Two copies 
ere sent to each local chapter of the member state so- 
eties, so that the entire membership should have some 
umiliarity with it by this time. The Handbook which 
as been universally well received was prepared to nour- 
h and improve society activity at the local chapter 
vel. A more complete report on the use of this hand- 
00k by the Illinois Society will be printed in the Feb- 
lary issue of this magazine. 

The following recommendation of the Committee on 
oung Engineers was adopted and summarizes the gist 
f its activities during the past year: 

“We recommend that the Legislation Committee and the Legis- 
tive Analyst be instructed to prepare a program before the 1950 
ections, for the protection of young engineers against any 
langes in the present law (Taft-Hartley) which would permit 
ercion of professional employees into nonprofessional units. This 
rogram should include specific advice to State Societies and Local 
hapters on the indoctrination of all candidates for the House 
id Senate on the importance to our national economy of a free 
nd unfettered engineering profession. The objective should be 
) obtain assurances from candidates of all parties that, whatever 
leir attitude toward the more general features of labor legisla- 


on, they will accept and preserve the present immunities of pro- 
2ssional employees.” 


This committee will be known in the future as the 
ommittee on the Engineer-in-Training. 

It should be noted in this report that a nationwide 
tudy of engineering fees and salaries is now going for- 
ard in the National Society. Progress was reported at 
1e Houston meeting but it is expected that some time 
ill elapse before the results of the study can be pre- 
snted to the membership. 
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One of the important matters considered by the Na- 
tional Board at Houston was the so-called Truman Point 
4 Program. Much publicity has been given to this mat- 
ter by the National Society at the local level so that no 
discussion of it need be given here. The Board went on 
record as approving the program in principle but in line 
with a well established policy, recommended that the 
Society avoid the political or economic aspects of any 
proposed legislation. Quite properly, objections were 
raised against the expenditure of large sums of public 
money abroad without expected return and President 
Stanford expressed what was apparently the general 
opinion of the Board that as citizens, the members of 
the National Society would certainly not approve the 
spending of large sums of public money without the 
expectation of adequate return. On the other hand, how- 
ever, the Society would unquestionably support the con- 
cept of the United States providing engineering and 
technical advice and assistance to the free nations of the 
world in order that such nations might become more self- 
sustaining. 

Concerning a matter of direct and local interest, the 
National Board reaffirmed, in connection with the Casler- 
Stapleton case relative to the Fair Labor Standards Act, 
the stand it took in March, 1949, with regard to the 
similar Turpin case. ‘‘The Board felt that it would be 
impossible for the N.S.P.E. to enter into the initial con- 
siderations of such law suits, but that where the prin- 
ciple was to be established by further decisions and 
review by higher courts that N.S.P.E. might well give 
consideration at that time to some participation.’’ It 
will be remembered that the Government dropped its 
appeal in the Turpin Wage-Hour Case. This whole mat- 
ter was discussed in an article, ‘‘New Look in Wage 
Hour’’ by the N.S.P.E. Legislative Analyst in the De- 
cember, 1949, issue of the American Engineer. 

The Committee on Intersociety Relations gave a very 
encouraging report upon the progress that is being made 
towards a better understanding on the part of the Tech- 
nical Societies, regarding the purpose and function of 
the N.S. P. E. The National Society has been progress- 
ing without and in spite of them, but if we can have 
their blessing and cooperation, progress will be accel- 
erated. 

The National Director closes this report with the usual 
admonition that discussion of details, regarding the ac- 
tivities of the N.S.P.E. covered herein and elsewhere, 
should be read in the monthly issues of the InurNors 
ENGINEER and the American Engineer.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FAIR LABOR 
STANDARDS ACT 


November 22, 1949 


On November 21, 1949, the chapter committee exam- 
ined the Fair Labor Standards Act, particularly in con- 
nection with its application to the investigation of Cas- 
ler and Stapleton, Consulting Engineers, Jacksonville, 
Illinois, and make the following recommendations for 
chapter policy and action: 

1. That every effort should be made by the Society of Pro- 
fessional Engineers at the local, state, and national levels, 
to resist any and all applications of the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act to the professional and consulting engineers. 

2. That the Illinois Society of Professional Engineers and 
the National Society of Professional Engineers should be 
requested to participate both financially and by legal coun- 
sel in this and any other case wherein there is an attempt 
to apply the Fair Labor Standards Act to the professional 
and consulting engineers. 

3. That counsel for the Illinois Society of Professional Engi- 
neers and National Society of Professional Engineers be 
requested to assist and participate in conjunction with Rob- 
inson, Foreman and Rammelkamp, counsel for Casler and 
Stapleton, in defense against proceedings that may arise 
in connection with the investigation of that firm of con- 
sulting engineers. 

4. That the Capital Chapter secure legal opinions from coun- 
sel of the Illinois Society of Professional Engineers and 
the National Society of Professional Engineers regarding 
the application of the Fair Labor Standards Act to the 
practice of professional and consulting engineers.

. That request be made of the National Society of Profes- 
sional Engineers to send all available information pertain- 
ing to this case or similar cases arising in other states, to 
all state societies, and that all state societies take imme- 
diate steps to report the filing or investigation of any new 
cases within their state to the National Society for their 
legal participation and assistance in such eases. 

6. That the proceedings in the case of Casler and Stapleton 
be considered as a threat to the standing and welfare of 
the professional and consulting engineers, and that it is 
class legislation against the engineering profession as com- 
pared to the doctor and the lawyer, who are exempt from 
the Act as it now stands. 


7. That request be made of the National Society of Profes- 
sional Engineers that immediate steps be taken to place 
in operation a procedure whereby financial aid can be 
raised by assessment or other means, if need be, for the 
defense of this case or any other cases’ of this nature. 


8. That the Capital Chapter fully inform Senator Seott Lu- 
cas, Senator Paul V. Douglas, and Representative Peter 
F. Mack of the action and investigation now being pur- 
sued against Casler and Stapleton, setting forth the oppo- 
sition of the professional and consulting engineers to this 
discrimination. 

9. That request be made of the National Society of Profes- 
sional Engineers to fully advise the members of the Senate 
and the House of Representatives at Washington of the 
character of this investigation, setting forth the opposition 
of the professional and consulting engineers to this dis- 
crimination.

Then, too, engineering executives in 
prominent Wisconsin corporations are saying that the 
time is coming when there will be a definite difference 
in salary between professional and ordinary or unquali- 
fied engineers.

RULES FOR MOTOR VEHICLES 


Four state legislatures in 1949 have taken steps to 
eralize or broaden motor vehicle reciprocity legisla- 
n, a survey by the National Highway Users Confer- 
ce shows. 

Indiana legalized reciprocal agreements that have 
en made by its Reciprocity Commission with other 
ates. Maryland authorized its governor to enter into 
ciprocal agreements with other states covering vehicles 
istered in another state operated in Maryland by 
aryland residents. New Mexico permitted its recipro- 
il agreements to cover for-hire vehicles operating be- 
veen fixed termini in the state. Washington authorized 
‘ciprocal agreements covering fleet operators of com- 
ercial vehicles. However, a bill is pending in Wiscon- 
n’s legislature to repeal its reciprocity law passed in 
47, 

Under complete reciprocity, a vehicle properly li- 
nsed to operate in one state can operate in another 
ate without payment of additional license fees pro- 


vided its home state also extends that privilege to the 
other state.
